Deer, Rabbit and Tree Squirrels: Shot-Gun Hot Pepper Wax Animal Repellent Concentrate repels deer, rabbits
and tree squirrels from the following fruits and vegetables: citrus fruits, root and tuber vegetables, bulb
vegetables, leafy vegetables, brassica (cole) leafy vegetables, legume vegetables, fruiting vegetables and
cucurbit vegetables. It also can be used on all indoor and outdoor ornamental plants and wooden structures and
fences.

ALL USES: Apply Shot-Gun Hot Pepper Wax Animal Repellent Concentrate using [attached sprayer] spray
equipment. Do not apply this product through any type of irrigation system.

Mixing, Application and Retreatment Directions for Plants: Apply Shot-Gun Hot Pepper Wax Animal Repellent
Concentrate as diluted below, as a foliar spray to the leaves, stems, fruits, and flowers of the plant until wet. Do
not drench roots in soil or media. Do not apply when rain is expected within 24 hours.

Initial rate is 1 part Shot-Gun Hot Pepper Wax Animal Repellent Concentrate to 16 parts WATER (8 fl. oz. or
16 Thbs. per gallon of water). Apply until foliage is wet or a maximum of 3 gallons prepared solution per 1000
square feet. Repeat application in 3-7 days, for 2-3 weeks, until control is established. ONCE CONTROL IS

Point nozzle toward spray area, turn
control knob to “ON”. Product will automatically mix with the water. Slowly sweep the area to be treated. To
stop spraying, turn control valve to “OFF” position. Turn off water at faucet. To relieve pressure, turn control
valve to the “WATER” position pointing sprayer away from self. Remove from hose.

1) Make sure control knob is in “OFF” position, then connect to garden hose.
2) Turn water on at faucet. When spraying low growing plants and small shrubs, twist the control knob right, to
the “FAN” position. When spraying taller trees, shrubs and other plants, twist the control knob left to the
“STREAM” position for extended reach and more uniform coverage. The product mixes automatically with the
water as you spray.
3) To stop spraying, turn the control knob lever to the “OFF” position. Turn off water at the faucet and
disconnect sprayer from garden hose.
